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Zon) 1, Today in Czechoslovalcla, broadcasts from abroad are listened to far rore than 
are Gzech broadeasts. Only the news reporte and nusical prograns broadcast 
by the Czech stations are followed, not only by antd-Corrunists bot also by Com- 
munists including party functionaries. Fropaganda broadcasts are rarely listened 
te, and when thoy arc, thoir influence is necative; Uher aro also targets for 
jokes and anecdotes. 


2. On the othor hand, broadeasts from abroad are listens) to intensively at 
hone. Thisintensity increases in rroportion to the political or oilitary 
successes of the western rovers, and it decreases in tines of inactivity. 
Many discuosions result from these foreign broaleasta. Before starting 
work in the rornine at factories, workera eather in small croups t> inforn 
each other of the contents of foreign broadeasts whieh they heard the nre- 
viows evonine. 


3. People consider to be roct reliable the nevus releases of the French anid the 
British and as slichtly sensational the information transmitted yr the Voice 
of Anerica. 


a. Tho Paris broadcasts in the Czech lanmuare, which contain very elaborate 
news, ire also popular for their cultural rropmans, These are intended 
to faniliarize the Czech listoner vith lite in France and -rith tho evolu- 
tion of thinking in the Vest in veneral. The former satirical prorzrans 
were vory popular, espotdally amonre the workers, 


b. The British broadcast, "London calling", is considered a little reserved 
but very reliable and precise as far as nows is concerned. ievortheless 
the workers want more prom-ams. Kosina'a speeches, altiourh very popular, 
are not sufficient. It shorld be rerncmbered that tho other classes of the 
ronulation are already decisively acainst Comrunisn because of thoir social 
standing and that it is therefore not as inportant to direct vronaranda to 
them aa to the -orkers. Sir loekhart's talks are always awited with con- 
siderable eagerness, and thoy strongly influence the Saturday mood of the 
listeners and of the. antire Czech population. If nia speech contains even 
the slirhtest mention that the liberation ia near, a joyful mood is rrosent 
in ali, even the simplest rersons, but vords like "Your orteal will be long 
lastine" kill all hone, 
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@, ‘Tha Voices of Arerica is believed by its listenera to have a tendency 
to report in a seni~sensational manner. However, in spite of the fact 
that some of its reports are not correct, this broadcasting station is 
very popular. Its optimistic reports are especially wicom to those 
whose situation at home is so unbearable that they omave information 
which would atrengthen their belie? that the defeat of the Communists 
will take place very shortly. For a lonz time the Voice of Anerica 
has omitted from its programs speeches by outstanding Czech politicians 
in extle, and it is not clear to the Czeeh people whether their leading 
Guech enigres are allowed to spoak on the vadio. It would very much 
serve the cause If foreimm broadcasts enphasized continually the deep- 
vooted difference between American freedom and Czech slavery, espectally 
where the ripht of free speech ia concerned. For exarple, thus far no 
mention has heen made of the possibility and effectiveness of strikes 
ag a wearon of the workers, its employnent in free countries, and the 
risk aml impossible realization in Czechoslovakia. Such a broadeast 
would eertainiy encourage the worker who has been undermined by so many 
yearo of fear ani would also increase his resistance, 


d. Radio Free Europewas welcomed with enthusiasn, one reason beinz that the 
nanes of its snonsos sich as that of Eisonhover vere considered a syribol 
for the future and a favorasle development for Czechoslovakia. Tor weoka 
after the broadeact, perple talked of the first speeches of Dr. Zenkl and 
Dr. Lettrich, and this 1s a very remarkable symptom at a time when nows 
of preat events quickly fade under the pressure of daily trials. Gne 
thing is certain. The people at home vould like to hear nore speeches 
from the representatives of the resistance abroad, especially from those 
persons who are tnowm and vhose opinions are naturally accerted with 
rveater confidence than those from lesser lmown persons. It is also 
necessary that ropresoentatives of tha Council of Free Czechoslovalcia, 
i.a.,renbers of all political parties represented hy that, bedy, spoalk 
on Radio Free Suronpe. This would be accepted by the peorle ac proof 
of unity anon the political exfilos. Tinally, it ip necessar, to tate that Nadi. 
Free Surope prorsrams are of valus because they onpender fear anonz the 
lower function iries of the Communist Party and among members of the SNB 
anil TB, Boeause of this fear the Communist Party is finding it increas— 
innly difficult to procure functionaries even for the rost uninrortant 
~arty msts. There tave oven been cases of the Comrunists being mable 
to compel their party officials tn onforee the policy of the Communist 
Party in the villares. In sensral, it can bo said that the qualities 
of [adie Froe surope are very food. 


4. Of other forsipn broadcasts, perhaps those Cron Boronfinster®, which are trang 
nitted in Gezman, aro listened to. Other atations, even Czech ones, merely 
broadenst into space. 


5, The regular Czech broadeasts from abroad consume a lot of time, and the even- 
ine hours ean scarcely allow for additional prdgrams, The alternative would 


be to initiate afternoon broadcasts, betvueen 3 and 4 p.m., sincsmost people 
in Czechoslovakia work from 6 a.m. to 2 p.m.
